ARIS, February 4.—Paul Doumer, 
the new president of the chamber 
of deputies, is the most brilliantly 
successful. type of self-made man in 
France today. An ex-minister,, qx-gover- 
nor of Indo-China, one of. the foremost 
Statesmen in France, and in the opinion 
ef many the likeliest successor of Loubet 
as president of the republic, Doumer is 
the son of a petty railroad employee and 
came to Paris at the age of 14, seeking 
his fortune.

Splendid Animals of the Department 
Will Take Trucks to Fires De- 
spite Slippery Streets, 

All horses of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment were rough shod last night, under 
the direction of Chief W. R. Joyner. The 
work was completed shortly after mid- 

night. 

“During the twenty years that I have 
been chief of the fire department,”’ said 
Chief Joyner last night,” I do not recall 
weather that was so hard on both men 
and horses of the department. These ice- 
coated streets are worse than snow. The 
horses are now rough shod, but we cannot

While Ponce de Leon avenue is being 
paved free of expense to property owners, 
at a cost of $1,000, and while $16,000 fs 
being expended by the municipality in 
laying chert free of cost to property 
owners, Peachtree street is in a danger- 
dus condition, and is to be repaired not 
with asphalt, buf with cement, which, 
according to the city’s expert, is unsightly 
and not stilted to the needs of the street. 

Peachtree street property has twice 
been assessed for paving, and the city 
now proposes to make it unsightly with 
but little relief, rather than repair it 
permanently. Property on other streets, 
that has never been assessed for the pav- 
ing improvements, is to be given free 
paving and have it perpetually maintained 
by fhe city free of cost to those who are 
to be benefited. 

These statements are made, not because 
Peachtree street objects to other streets 
receiving free paving, but to show that 
the municipal official cry of “poverty” 
is silenced by the facts 

During the meeting of the committee 
on electric lights a few days ago, the 
citv electrician informed the committee 
that the electric lighting department had 
been given an increase of $7,000 over the 


If only arc lights are located 
with the $7,000, the result will be that 
Atlanta will have !00 new electric are 
Hghts to maintain hereafter. If incan- 
descent lights are installed, there will 


be 200 additional lights to maintain. 

This was done by a municipality that 
is said to be so impoverished as to allow 
an important street like Peachtree street, 
a main thoroughfare, a municipal] drive- 
way, to become so dangerous to pedes- 
trians and vehicles that a prominent phy- 
sician ts thrown from his automobile by 
the holes, and there is a serious proba- 
bility of further accidents in the near 
future. 

Money for Repairs. 

The January apportionment sheet of 
council contains an appropriation of $3,- 
000 for asphalt repairs. It is impossible 
to use this money for any other purpose 
than repairing Peachtree street. Every 
other stretch of asphalt in the city is 
under a guarantee from the contractors 
and will be repaired by them without cost 
to the city or the citizens, should it wear 
out, 

The only stretch of asphalt tn Atlanta 
upon which the guarantee time has ex- 
pired is Peachtree street. Yet, with 
$5,000 in the treasury for the purpose of 
repairing the main driveway of the city, 
the street committee undertakes to fill 


thus making the street unsightly and 
probably rendering it dangerous on ac- 
count of the bumps thaT will be made by 
the cement. 

If this $3,000 is not used in repairing 
Peachtree street, it cannot be used at 
all for asphalt repairs, and must be 
poured back into.the jug at the end of 
the year. 

Chief Engineer R. M. Clayton, the city’s 
paving expert, and one of the best in- 
formed municipal engineers in the south, 
was yesterday afternoon asked if he fa- 
vored using the $3,000 for repairing 


Peachtree street. 

“In my opinion,’”’ he réplied, ‘no kind 
of repairing will answer on Peachtree 
street. The asphalt is worn in some 
places to less than an inch of thickness. 
The street’ simply cannot be repaired. 
Nothing will do any good except to strip 
off the present layer vf asphalt and re- 
pave the street.’’

AMERICAN ADVISERS HOLD | 
STRONG HAND IN ORIENT 


T was just ten years ago this spring ' 
| enat the war between China and Ja- | 
“pan was brought to a close. The 
treatyg@of peace was negotiated at that 
historic old town of Shimonoseki by 
Marquis Ito, representing Japan, and the 
noted Li Hung Chang, representing 


China. 

It. is a.very interesting fact, but one 
not -generally known, that by the side 
of these high commissioners in all the 
there sat two American 
gentlemen as advisers. The one beside 
Earl Li is a well-known diplomat ana 
statesman, the Hon. John W. Fogter. 
The one who sat over on the other side 
of the table by Marquis Ito is not s0 
well known in America as in Japan; 
where for more than a score of years he 
has been a silent but a real power behind 
the’ throne. He is H. W. Denison, who 
has for a long time ibeen. adviser to the 
vapanese foreign office. During these 
modern times when BPuropean nations | 
have been carrying on so many impor- | 
tant negotiations with Japan little did ' 
they realize - perhaps how much they | 
had to do with the opinions and advice | 
of’ one American citizen. And the Japa- | 
nese people as a whole will never realize | 
how much their successful diplomacy has | 
been due to one of our own fellow coun- 
trymen. 

But while Mr. Denison is an American 
citizen no one has ever accused him of 
being biased or prejudiced in giving his 
advice to the Japanese government. Ja- 
pan has always looked upon Americans 
as her most. trusted friends, so we are 
always glad to respond when we are 
asked to make known our nationality as 
we travel through the country.

ASHINGTON, February 4, (Spe- 
cial.)—“Tell me something about 
the work of the secretary of 


war?’ 


Im this request of Mr. Taft as we 
gat together in his private office in 
War department today. I Rad asked for 
an interview and an appointment had 
been fixed for 4 p. m., but a atream of 
Official callers preceded me, and it was 
now almost 6. The routine clerks had 
long since departed. The clerica] wheels 
of the great granite building had stopped 
humming, and the secretary of war, for 
the first time in the day, was at rest. 
I say at rest. He was not entirely €o, 
for while we talked other callers came in 
and were asked to wait. Genera) Charf- 
fee brought a bundle of paper which Mr. 
Taft said he would pass upon before 
morning, and hig private secretary was 
given memoranda of things to do. Nev. 
ertheless, Secretary Taft looked ag un- 
troubled as a May morning. He is the

He replied: 

“The secretary of war has plenty to 
@o. I think Mr. Root found f& so. The 
Office ts one of responsibility, and it 
grows with the country.

but also with our coast defenses, our 
Vast expenditures upon rivers and har- 


‘bors, the government and management 


of the Philippine islands, and now with 


’ the Panama canal. ~ 


“Nevertheless, the secretary of war has 
the advantage of an excellent force of 
trained men to help him jn the work of 
his department,” Judge Taft continued, 
@s he arose and walked to and fro across 
the room. “Everything is thoroughly 
gystematized, and each division {is under 
m@ trained head. Take our vast engineer- 
ing department! That is managed by 
skilled engineers under an engineer off- 
er who has been educated as such and 
has been doing nothing else but engineer- 
ing all his life. The quartermaster’s de- 


partment is under a man who has been 


connected with that department al] his 
life; and it is the same with every branch 
of our war business. Indeed, one might 
almost think the department could run 
itself for a time without a secretary. Sti]! 
there is much to do. New questions come 
up every day, and new Lines of policy 
must be considered. Much general direc- 
tion is required, the question of military 


courts arises, and now we have the gov- 


ernment of our colonies and the Isthmian 
canal.”’ 


One Hundred and Twenty-Five Mil- 


lions. as 

“Can you give me some {dea of the 
money involved?” 

“It is not small,” saig the secretary of 
war. ‘This is one of the richest, if not 
the richest among the nations of the 
world, and it must be prepared to defend 
itself. Our seacoast defenses were begun 
on the present plan by congress in (886, 
end they have already cast $100,000,000. 
They are about half completed, and. we 
shal] need $65,000,000 more before they 
are done. That, however is a matter 
of time. We spent last year in round 
numbers more than $1,300,000 in fortify- 
ing the iPhilippines, and we are asking 
for double that amount this year. We 
spent something like $34,000,000 on pub- 
lic works and rivers and harbors last 
year, and the estimates of this year are 
more than $40,000,000. For the military 
establishment alone we are asking $77,- 
000,000, which is a little more than was 
expended in 1904. Altogether the tota] 
estimates for 1905 are just about $126,- 
000,000.”" 

Our Army in 1905. 

“What is the present condition of the 
army, Mr. Secretary?” | 

“Excellent. The war has improved the 
temper of the men and the service in 
Cuba and the Philippines has made thém 
better soldiers than ever before. As to 
some things a steady improvement {s go- 
ing on. Not long ago we had 109 posts 
in the Philippines, scattered all over the 
islands. 
a Heutenant and even a sergeant might 
be in charge of a post. Under such con- 
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The number of posts is now greatly re- 
duced and the drill is improving. The 
responsibility of such places has done 
much to bring out the latent powers of 
the subordinate officers. They have 
learngh to rely upon themselves and have 
improved in resourcefulness. There {s no 
training for war so good as war itself, 
and it seems to me that our soldiers are 
now in better condition than they could 
possibly be through the most rigid dis- 
ciplinagy tactics in time of peace.” 


The Americam as a Soldier. 
“Does the American make a good s0)- 


“Yes. One of the best. He is naturally 
a fighter; he adapts himself to his sur- 


Some were small, and at times’ 


roundings and takes advantage of them. 
We are a warlike nation, although we 
have comparatively not many troops in 
the field. Our army is not expected to de- 
fend the country. It is merely the nu- 
cleus of the great American army which 
will rise up whenever it fs needed.”’ 

“What fs the size of the army-now, Mr. 
Secretary?’ I asked. 

“In round numbers we have about 60,- 
000, officers and men. There are mofe; 
than 3,700 officers and more than 66,000 
men. We have more cavalry and artil- 
lery in proportion to the needs of a great 
army than infantry. The infantry, you 
know, is the backbone of an army. It 
does, {t is estimated, 95 per cent of the 
effectiVe work. But our infantry can 
easily be increased, whereas it takes time 
to train and equip cavalry and artillery. 
For that reason we have a proportion- 
ately larger number of the latter in order 
to be ready in time of sudden war.” 

“Where are our soldiers stationed?’’ 

“About 46,000 of them are in the United 
States,”’ replied the secretary of war. 
“We have more than a thousand in Alas- 
ka and about 12,000 in the Philippines. 
We also have a few troops in Porte 
Rico, the Hawalian islands and China.” 

Our New Military Divisions. 

“Where are the soldiers stationed in 
this country, Mr. Secretary?’ 

“They are to be found in every part of 
it.”" was the reply. ‘‘We had a rearrange- 
ment of the military commands last Jan- 
uary. By these thé territory of the United 
States is divided into five grand military 
divisions, each of which its divided into 
two or more military departments. Each 
dvision is commanded by a major gen- 
eral, and each of the departments, with 
One exception, is under a brigadier gen- 
eral. Four of the five divisions comprise 
the United States proper and the other 
is in fhe Philippine division. The Atlantic

So Mr. Clements Declares—He Makes | 
Exhaustive Review of the Rate 
Situation and Shows Re- | 
sults of Investigations ! 
By the Commission.

Washington, February 4.—(Special.)— 
_In all the matter being sent out these 
days by the press bureaus working for 
the big railroads against some features 
of the proposed railroad legislation, the 
central complaint is against the inter- 
state commerce commission. All of this 
specially prepared matter—and a great 
dieal of It ts being ground out—seems to 
seek to create the impression that there 
is plenty of law now, and that the fault 
is with the commission for not inforc- 
ing it. 

This charge which, as I have said, has 
been frequently made, not only in the 
hearings béfore the commerce commit- 
tees, but in all the pamphlets assuming 
to give the railroad side of the contro- 
yersy, is met and replied to by Hon. 
Judson C. Clements, of Georgia, member 
of the commission, !n a statement he 
‘has made to the house committee on In- 
terstate and foreign commerce. In the 
course of this statement Commissioner 
Clements undertakes -to show that the 
men who are now complaining against 
the commission are self-confessed viola- 
ters of the law, and also that it has been 
through their efforts that the present 
law has, ,in effect, been nullified. 

Commissioner Clements Statement. 

“To begin with,’’ said Commissioner 
Clements. “I call atterttion to the fact 
that those who refuse the commission of 
dereliction in this respect are the repre- 
sentatives of corporations that inaugurat~- 
ed and maintained these reprehensible 
practices; and you are asked in effect 
to discredit the commission at the in- 
stance of those who have broken the 
law. Now, let us look at the facts. The 
commission has instiuted numerous gen- 
eral investigations when it has had rea- 
son to suspect deviations from the pub- 
lished rates, discriminations, cut rates 
and so forth, in various localities all 
over the country. It is a matter of gen- 
eral knowledge that that has been so. In 
1902 some important inquirfies were 
made, one with respect to grain rates 
from the west—from Chicago and other 
points in the west to the seaboard—and 
in the same year another one in respect 
to packing house products; and notwith- 
standing the commission had on previous 
occasions inquired into these matters and 
put traffic men on the stand and had 
been unable to develop what it was in- 
formed in one way and another was the 
true situation—that is that the law was 
violated—it turned out during these iIn- 
vestigations that there was a general! 
owning up by the carriers to violation 
of the law. 

“you have had printed here at various 
sessions ful] testimony in which one 
traffic man after another appeared on 
oath and acknowledged that there was a 
general practice of cutting rates and giv- 
ling rebates, sometimes one form and 
sometimes another, both in respect to 
packing house products and grain—not 
occasionally, but by wholesale and gen- 
erally. These inquiries were instituted 
by the commission and this condition 
was developed. 

Injunctions Obtained. 

“The testimony in thése cases was re- 
ferred to the department of justice, with 
the request that proceedings be iInsti- 
tuted for the purposes of suppressing 
these violations of law. The result was 
that a number of injunctions were ob- 
tained against the principal carriers, not 
all. It was not then known that an itn- 
function would lie on behalf of the pub- 
lic against a practice of this sort. It was 
disputed by able lawyers, it was a ques- 
tion of doubt: and the proceedings were 
confined to some twelve or thirteen lead- 
ing roads as test cases; also with the 
idea that if the law was found to be so 
that they could be enjoined and were en- 
joined, that the moral effect of it would 
be to admonish the others and then they 
could be enjoined or not as might be 
found necessary. So those injunctions 
were obtained under proceedings insti- 
tuted by the attorney general, or under 
his direction, at the request of the com- 
mission, In respect to these matters, The 
injunctions are still running against 
those roads, and they are under injunc- 
tion today. 

Corrections Have Been Made. 

"It is the universal testimony, not only 
of railroad men, but shippers, that since 
those investigations and disclosures and 
the publicity that was given to them 
through the press and otherwise, and the 
infunction proceedings were instituted 
and maintained, that that practice of 
drectiy cutting the rate or paying re- 
pates has very largely disappeared. 

“It has been corrected, and that is the 
universal testimony; there Is no doubt 
about it. I do not mean to say that 
there are not violations of the law here 
and there, as theer are violations 
other laws and as there always will be. |!

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WHAT PAUL MORTON SAYS 


OF RAILWAY LEGISLATION

Washington, February 4.—(Specadia!.)— | 
The views of Secretary of the Navy | 
Morton on railroad rate legislation as) 
recently expressed have attracted mutch | 
attention at the capitol. Although Mr. 
Morton has explicitly stateg they must 
not in any way be taken as the “views 
of the adniinietration,’” they are natu- | 
rally accepted as the views which he, | 
President | 
Roosevelt, is constantly presenting to the | 
president, and therefore, are presumed | 
to have exercised more or less influence | 
on the attitude of the administration. | 
Certain of these opinions thus publicly | 
expressed are regarded by some legisla- | 
tors as more in accordance with demo- 
cratic than republican doctrine and al- 
ready some of the democratic senators 
have voiced similar sentiments. 

Mr. Morton states as his belief that 
“one of three things tg sure to take | 
place in the conduct of our railway sye-| 
tem,” these being “legalization of pools,” : 
“the further unification of ownership,” or 
“government ownership.’’ The first propo- 
sition is supporteq by the railroads and 
was contained in the old Corliss-Nelson 
bill, but iy extremely unpopular in con- 
gress, so much so that. Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, a member of the 
house committee on interstate commerce, 
recently stated such a measure ‘‘would 
have no more chance in congress than a 
snow flake In hades.’ The third, ‘‘gov. 
ernment 6wnership,” is certainly not a 
republican idea; the second, “the fur- 
ther unification of ownership,” hag al- 
ready been advocated by some of the 
democrats, and Senator Newlands, of 
Nevada, urges the creation of a joint 
commission of fie senate and house, 
to preparm a national] Incorporation act 
which shal} promote the further unifica- 
tion of the railway systems.

“There are about two thousand rail- 
way corporations of which about six 
hundre¢t are operating companies and 
these have fallen under the contro] of 
certain systems, so that today it is a 
recognizeq fact that almost all the rail- 
road trackage of the country is under 
the control of eight or ten systems, each 
of which Is under the absolute direction 
and contro! of either a single man or 
group composed of a small number of 
men. J regard this as a natural and 
tractical evolution of the railfoad buc- 
iness, resulting so far as the econom!’ 
operating, so far as ‘tthe convenience of 
advantage and not disadvantage, and 
orerating, so fas as the convenience of 
the nubiie ‘s conecerned, to their a 
vantage and not to their disadvantage, 
and only Jikely to operate against the in- 
terest of the country when we consider 
the question of rates, of rebates and of 
discriminations. It is with reference to 
these matters, then, that the railroads 
should be brought under some form of 
unified control, and that unified contro! 
should be exercised in such a way as 
not to impair the initiative, the energy 
and the enterprise of the operators of 
these great rallroads.”’ 
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tions from the paying rate have disap- 
peareqd in the last two or three years 
as the direct result of these investiga- 
tions from published rate have disap- 
the injunction proceedings which have | 
been had. These were not all. I men- 
tion them because they occurred about 
the same time. I will say more; that .t 
was a shameful condition and was ac- 
knowledged by the carriers and by the 
public as intolerable, and {ft resulted in 
the passage of the law known as the 
Elkins bill. 
More Difficulties. 

“This is not all, The commission has 
encountered great difficulties at every 
step. It has hag general investigations 
of practices of the same sort at Min- 
neapolls and St. Paul in respect to flour. 
It was difficult to obtain testfmony. It 
always had been before these hearings 
were had. As far back as 1892 when 
the commission wag undertaking to de- 
velop these matters it encountered this 
dXfficulty. Mr. Counselman objected to 
testifying in regard to rebates because 
to do so would Incriminate him. Not- 
withstanding there was a provision in 
the ‘act to regulate commerce’ that the 
testimony should not be used against 
the witness, he objected. The supreme 
court held, notwithstanding that provis- 
ion, that he was entitled to the exemp- 
tion; and that the only way a witness 
could be compelleq to testify in such 2 
case was to give him absolute immunity 
from prosecution. Then, to meet that 
and to enable the commission to proceed 
and obtain facts at all in respect to 
such matters—because it was only the 
parties that were guilty of the offense 
that knew about it—congress promptly 
passed in 1893 an act complying with 
the suggestion of the supreme court giv- 
ing immunity to a party when he testl- 
flEes in respect to these cases. Very soon 
after that, the question was again taken 
to the supreme court, under the new 
law. It wag said that this act did not 
afford complete pretection, ang that the 
witness was entitled to {immunity from 
the exposure it woeuld subject him tv.) 
Afier a course of Htigation and appeal, 
the supreme court sustained that act, 
and since that time the fact that it may 
incriminate a party Is no reason why he 
shal] not be compelled to testify in re- 
gard to these matters. So you see it 
took a long time to get that question 
settled. 


Other Similar Efforts. 

“Again, {In the Brimson case in Chica- 
go, where we were investigating the 
facts in connection with the Illinois 
Steel Company, objection wags made to 
producing books and charters and papers 
in the possession of the company, on the 
ground that the commission had no rtznt 
under the law to investigate a general 
inquiry of this kind. It was said that 
the commission wag not a grand jury 
and therefore could not ask the legiti- 
mate question of a witygess except in 2 
case where there was an issuc, where 
there were parties, complainant and de- 
fendant, and an issue that it had the 
jurisdiction to try. So there we were 
confronted with that question—not that 
it would incriminate them to answer, for 
that had been settled, but simply that 
the commission coulg not institute such 
an inquiry, could not conduct ft. It {s/| 
true the law said in terms that we couid, | 
but they said the law was invalid—that 
{it was unconstitutional. So after a 
course of appeal that went to the su- | 
preme court, by a majority of one that | 
case was decided tn favor of the power | 
of the commission to conduct such an 
investigation, 


More Resort to Court. 

“Only last year, when we were in- 
vestigating, upon oomplaint, the an- 
thracite coal roads in New :ork, a gen- 
eral objection wag made again to the pro- 
duction of books and papers, and we had 
to stop proceedings and go into court, 
and then the case was appealed to the 
supreme court. Though the circuit court 
decided against the commission, the su- 
preme court fully upheld the position 
taken by the commission and ordered 
a production af the documentary’ ev!i- 
dence. 

“Only last fall in Chicago, when we 
were investigating the private car line 
practices under a general inquiry, a wit- 
ness who repregented a car company, | 


, 
{ 
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was asked whether his company paid 
rebates or not. We refused, under ad- 
vice of his lawver, to answer. We had 
to suspend that branch of the cage and 
institute a proceeding to compel him to 
testify. That proceeding is pending now 
in the circult court, 

‘Thus it is seen that the commission 
has been steadily confronted at every 
step with difficulties and constitutional 
objections and refusals to answer, neé- 
cessitating resort to courts, and appeals 
to the highest court in the country to de 
cide these questions. And yet the gen- 
tlemen under whose management theac 
abusez have been committed dre the 
gentlemen who come here and tell you 
that the commission is not to be trusted 
because it has not enforced the law 
against them. 

Why Nt Sustain the Law? 

“There would be no need of enforcing 
the law if they were to hold that their 
Obligations under the law were first and 
highest and above the pecuniary inter- 


ests of the companies which they repre- | 


sent. They say, ‘Well, I must pay re- 
bates because my competitor does; I 
must commit an offense because my com- 
petitor commits one, or I wil] lose busi- 
ness; I wil) @et the business by Vviolat- 
ing the law, and therefore I must vio- 
late it.” I do not know of any code of 
ethics or code of morals that sustains 
‘an argument of that sort with respect 
to any other business in the hand—that 
I must do as somebody else does for fear 
he wil] get ahead of me irrespective of 
what the law says about it. 

“Now, I admit as a practical ques- 
tion the traffic man fg confronted with 
a@ great difficulty when his Business {Is 
being taken away by another road that 
violates the baw. I see the force of 
that; it is a serious conditon.* But it 
would be far better if all of them who 
are affected In this way would combine 
to try to obey and enfroce the law rath- 
er thian to follow the bad example of a 
competitor and violate it. ‘But what I 
protest” against is that these gentlemen 
who have instituted and meintained 
these practices shall stand here to fm- 
pugn this commission for dereliction and 
failure in an effort to perform its dufSm 
under this law, and to compel them to 
obey it. ‘ 

“I do not eriticze the carriers for ex-. 
ercising thelr right to raise the ques- 
tions that they have in these proceedings. 
My point ig that when they stand upon 
their confessed violations of law, they 
occupy a sorry position from which to 
discredit the commission for fatlure to 
enforce upon them obedience to laws,

‘\Now, railroad men ‘are no worse than 
other men; they are no better; they are 
actuated by the same motives that other 
people are actuated by.

v rate. 
ieee Long and Short Haul. 

“T am not here to critise the ruling of 
the supreme court on these questions; 
put it is a fact that no railroads ever, 
before the interstate commerce law 
was passed or since, desired or Jid 
charge more for the short haul than 
for the long haul except to meet compe- 
tition at the longer distance point. That 
was the only occasion for it. Now, it 
has been held that where competition 
does exist at the further point and does 
not at the nearer point, or where greater 


leompetition does exist at the further 


point than at the nearer point, that the 
circumstances and conditions are sub- 
stantially dissimilar and therefore cuat 
the long and short rule does not apply. 
However it has been brought about, that 
section is as much a nullity as if it had 
never been written. Now I am not crit- 
icising the court about that, There may 
well have been foult tn framing the sec- 
tion, because that section is only opera- 
ditions are similar,’ and right there in 
that phrase the difficuity has

| wnreasonable, that the commission could 


find what was reasonable, and. could 
prohibit the carrier from charging any 
more; upon the apparently good reason- 
ing, it seems to me, that any part of 
the excessive rate above that which ts 
reasonable is’just as unlawful as any 
other part. If the reasonable rate is 90 
cents and the unreasonable rate is $l}, 
and you have power to order the car- 
riers to cease and desist making an un- 
reasonable charge, why does not the 
Same apply to any other part of the 
excesS as well as the one-hundredth 
cent? Why not apply !t to the ninety- 
fifth or the nineties or any other part 
above the reasonable rate? That is 
what the commission was trying to do, 
That is what the commisgion held from 
the beginning when Judge Cooley was its 
chairman, and it made rates at that 
time and continuously thereafter until 
the supreme court held that the power 
was not conferred upon the carriers by 
the statutes. 
Want Only Just Rates. 

“A large niémpber of these oases that 
Mr. Bond cites as indicating the inca- 
pacity of the commission, so to spead, 


are simply cases that were overturned 
in the way of undertaking to enforce 
the law as it was construed from the 
beginning; and whatever may be the 
law now, whatever may be the rightful- 
ness of the interpretation which the 
courts have placed upon it, the very 
situation that confronts you here today 
is a vindication of the desire of the 
commission to enforce a reasonable or 
just rate. It is because. of such inter- 
pretations that this demand for amend- 
ment exists; so that {ft is not fair to 
array these cases here as cases in 
which the court upon the fact, upon the 
merits and equities and justice of the 
case, has overturned the commission 
twenty-nine or thirty times out of 
thirty-five, when in reality these cases

Am Inadequate Makeshift. 
While the remedy of concrete and 
‘crushed rock prescribed by coun- 
cil’s’ street committee for the 
dilapidated Peachtree asphalt  in- 
dicates ai realization of the 
urgency of the situation, it 
will hardly commend itself as a happy 
suggestion either to the residents of 
the street or those far-seeing citizens 
who agree with City Engineer Clay- 
'ton when he dissents from the opin- 
lon of the committee. It is to be 


hoped that the city council will in- 


vestigate all phases of the situation 


thoroughly before committing itself 
to the use of rock and cement as a 
temporary expedient. 

The primary consideration is, of 
course, the removal of the imminent 
meance to life and property by the 
filling of the numerous cavities from 
Pine to Sixta street. This supercedes 


At the same time, there are several 
distinct arguments in favor of as- 
phalt as a filler, whereas few can 
be found to sustain the use of con- 
crete. If the apertures are filled 
| with the latter material, when it be- 
comes necessery to resurface the 
street the work will be infinitely re 
tarded and expense radically in- 
creased by the added task of excava- 
ting these rigid lumps which will re 
|main above the surface of the per- 
manent bed, after the asphalt dress- 
‘ing has been removed. 

Moreover thedifference in consis- 
tency between tthe adjoining asphalt 
and concrete will resultinthe wearing 
‘away of the former all around the 
ledges of the cement, leaving pit- 
| falls more unsightly and dangerous 
‘than the present ones, since it will 
‘be fatally easy for the feet of horses 
,and pedestrians to be caught in the 
depressions between the two sub- 
'stances. Councilman Kontz makes 
‘an undeniable point when he bases 
his objection to the concrete filler on 
this score. 

The logical and only conclusive 
solution of the pro*lem is that rec- 
ommended by Captain Clayton—the 
taking up and remelting of the as- 
phalt dressing and the entire resur- 
facing of the street, using the pres- 
, ent concrete foundation, which is as 
‘sound as on the day it was laid. It 
‘'apppears, however, that several 
‘legal complications intervene to pre- 
vent this course and that some time 
wil] elapse before they can be dis- 
persed by legislative action. In the 
meantime the issue of transcedent im- 
portance, as above stated, is the im- 
mediate making of such temporary 
repairs as will remove from the street 
its present dubious. distinction of 
damage suit liability. 

Since immediate repairs constitute 
the pressing issue it seems that coun- 
cii should provide for the use of the 
material with which the street is 
paved, rather than the substitution of 
|a substance untried and unproven in 
‘this direction. The urgency of the sit- 


hazard, of course make repairs of 
any sort and degree imperative. But 
it has the appearance of hardship, 
that such a contingency should be 
used as the excuse for the employment 
of inferior repairing material, likely 
to augment the dangers of the situa- 
tion within a short while. 

If, as suggested elsewhere in to- 
day’s Constitution, it is finally estab- 
lished that repairs for the present 
year on all asphalted streets outside 
of Peachtree are provided for under 
an arrangement with the contrac- 
tors, the entire $3,090 appropriated f>> 
that purpose may become available 
for Peachtree, in which. event it 
seems likely a solution will have been 
found for the problem, and the last 
shred of an excuse for the use of 
concrete dissipated. It is by no means 
assured, however, that council will 
accept this view of the appropriation. 

In the face of the apparently help- 
less condition ‘of the residents of 
those streets paved with asphalt, 
other action taken by the street com- 
mittee Friday and auvhorized by coun- 
cil, is inexplicable, to employ a len- 
lent definition. The tannual &ppor- 
tionment sheet set aside $16,000 to be 
expended in chert paving absolutely 
free of cost to property owners, with 
}the understanding that the city would 
also assume the expense of keeping it 
in repair. 
| Under this singular enactment, 
Ponce de Leon avenue will profit to 
the extent of a new chert pavement. 
‘The property owners will not be, as- 
sessed forashare of the expense and 
after the chert is on the street they 
will not be annoyed by the inciden- 
tal expense of keeping it in repair. 
The city will graciously look after 
that little item and it will cheerfully 
assume the like for thereby respon- 
sibility for many other streets as long 
as the $16,000 shal] last. 

It is not right that property own- 
ers of some streets get free paving 
at the expense of the city, while the 
tax payers on the others are made not 
only to shoulder a liberal share of the 
cost of iaeir paving, but are left ab- 
solutely helpless in the matter of re. 
pairs, and this constitutes a mystery 
which should pique the curiosity of 
the average tax payer.

| The Shackling of Jefferson Davis. 
Apropos of the Jefferson Davis 
‘Shackling incident a great many peo 
ple will wish that Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles had preserved 
his forty years’ silence clear to the 
silence of the grave. 

A great many southern people to 
whom Jefferson Davis is a patriot 
hero embalmed in history thought 
better of General Miles than to be 
lieve him capable on his own initia- 
tive, of putting “light anklets” on 
the feet of the great prisoner whom 
the fortunes of war and the fate of 
'& lost cause had given over to his 
| wardenship. True, they were convinc- 
ed General Miles had done this mon- 
'strous thing, but nine out of ten of our 
'people who had heard of the shameful 
incident were ready to mentally ex- 
culpate General Miles on the ground 
|that he acted only as a fortress com- 
mandant obeying orders from his su- 
periors, oe 
| General Miles, by his own words, 
' stands self-condemned. He it was, and 
‘not the federal war department, or 
jany superior officer, who ordered the 
lankles of the former president of the 
subjugated confederate republic 
‘shackled like the legs of a common 
‘feion. The assistant secretary of 
'war, Charles A. Dana, probably in re 
sponse to orders from the war depart- 
‘ment, athorized the warden of the dis- 
| tinguished captive to exercise his own 
official discretion about placing “man- 
‘acies and fetters upon the hands and 
‘feet of Jefferson Davis and Clement 
'C. Clay whenever it might be thought 
‘advisable in order to render their im. 
|prisonment more secure.” We quote 
General Miles’ own written words. He 
iwas quick to think it advisable and 
embraced the very first pretext, that 
of substituting an iron grated door 
for a wooden one to ex-President 
Davis’ casemate cell, to place “light 
anklets” on the southern statesman’s 
feet. The fetters were kept on for 
five days, at the end of which time 
ithey were removed, let us be charit- 
‘able enough to hope, because General 
| Miles had still manhood enough to feel 
|asoamed of himself. 

There is a dramatic epic in this pic- 
‘ture which should immortalize General 
/Miles—if he fancies that kind of his- 
‘orical immortality. The picture is that 
of the strongest fortressin the United 
Sates, a massive pile of masonry and 
mountainous earthworks, bristling 
with heavy cannon and full of vet- 
eran troops, and all of this formidable 
security surrounding the pathetic fig- 
ure of a physically broken, dispirited 
and prematurely aged prisoner. There 
might have been need of extraordinary 
and even harsh measures to insure 
the safekeeping of so distinguished a 
polffgal prisoner had his environment 
not been so impregnable, the man him- 
self so hopeless and feehle—and the

By this time Mr. Davis knew 
himself to be a man without a coun- 
try, and he had not the slightest de- 
sire to escape. He was ready and anx- 
fous to face his accusers. 

Then, after the soldierly magnani- 
mity of Grant—after the almost wom- 
anly tenderness of Lincoln—comes 
this comparatively petty officer to 
play the petty tyrant by inflicting an 
unsoldierly indignity upon a soldier 
and a gentleman—the man of all men 
who vicariously represented the humi- 
liation and undoing of the proudest 
and bravest people who ever appealed 
a great principle to the arbitrament 
of arms.

Immigration and the Labor Problem. 


The Boston Traveler, under the 
head of “A Warning and a Prophecy,” 
prints a strong editorial leader in 
which the plan of the Southern rail- 
roads, co-operating with the federal] 
commissioners of immigration, to di- 
vert immigration to the south, is de- 
nounced as likely to fill the cities 
of this section with the lazzaroni of 
southern Europe, creating a slum prob- 
lem instead of relieving the labor 
wants of the agricultural districts. 
After depicting the revolting condition 
of these impoverished foreign colon- 
les in the northern cities, and declar- 
ing that a desirable class of immi- 
grants can never be attracted to the 
south by the methods proposed to be 
employed to divert them this way, The 
Traveler concludes; 


Let the south alone. The south has a)- 
ready suffered enough from the med- 
djing of those not personally concerned 
in its welfare. Its prosperity is yearly 
increasing. With the divewsification of 
its industries, tts own population is find- 
ing the opportunities for employment 
of which they have so long stood in 
need. 

When ifn the course of its development, 
present waste lands can be profitably 
utilized, the people who are able to 
utilize them will not have to be sought. 

The south even now is attracting the 
kind of people, both native and foreign, 
that it needs, and its development is not 
going to be hastened by any unholy al- 
liance of federal officials and ticket 
scalpers, land jobbers and traffickers in 
alien labor. The intelligent German and 
Hungarian farmers which some of the 
southern papers are expectantly await- 
ing, won't be delivered as a result of 
this scheme. Immigration manipulators 
can’t handle that class of goods. The 
only immigrants that can be delivered 
are the destitute and degraded: their fare 
must be paid, and oncein the south they 
will help to fill the cities with alien 
slums and displace the natives af the 
south who are now finding employment 
in its growing industria] activities. 

Immigration manipulators cannot re- 
lieve, but can easily aggravate the shift- 
lessness and ‘depravity with which the 
south has now to contend, Such a scheme 
as proposed will offer unlimited oppor- 
tunities for fraud and corruption and 
continued in operation for two years will 
result in one of the greatest scandals 
that the nation has even known. 

If the fears of our Boston contem- 
porary are well founded, The Consti- 
ution, in common with practically 
every other representative southern 
newspaper that is disposed to look 
with favor upon increased foreign im- 
migration to the south, would hesi- 
tate most seriously before lending 
encouragement to the proposed organ- 
ized immigration movement. But we 
are inclined to the belief that The 
Traveler takes an exaggerated view 
of the immigration problem as it con- 
cerns the southern states at present. 

‘rue, the matter is largely experi- 
mental, and the spectacle presented in 
the foreign quarters of the large Aemr- 
ican cities is far from inspiring; but 
if must be borne in mind that the 
south has few cities of considerable 
population and no nucleus for metropo- 
litan foreign slums. Immigrants who 
come south will be compelled to seek 
the rural districts or industrial 
centers for employment. The full 
subsistence potentialities of our urban 
Slums have been appropriated by the 
negro, than whom it would be difficult 
to imagine anything more revolting 
or menacing in the foreign colony line. 
The lazzaroni of Naples are hardly 
more troublesome as a social problem 
than are the idle, depraved negroes, 
v ho concongest the low quarters of ,*"y 
southern city, and these lazy foreign 
beggars are certainly less criminally 
disposed. 


The thing that has given rise to the 
demand for foreign immigrants in the 
southern states ig the growing tenden- 
cy of the negro population to flock 
to the cities anda towns, there to sub- 
sist without visible means of support, 
a constant problem for the police and 
the despair of legislators and social 
reformers. These loafing, semi-crimi- 
nal, cocaine crazed creatures are mul- 
tiplying at an alarming rate, and their 
absence from the rural districts, where 
they might obtain honest employment 
if they would work and live honestly, 
has resulted in a scarcity of farm la- 
bor. 

In view of the fact that the south 
raised the bumper crop of cotton last 
summer, we may expect to hear the 
assertion challenged that our farmers 
are suffering from a dearth of field 
bands. Nevertheless, that crop was 
made under the most difficult labor 
conditions, largely by the labor of 
the white farmers themselves, and the 
black labor that was hired commanded 
an unreasonable precuniary premium, 
making the cost of production greater 
than ever before. And right here it is 
well to state that the farmers of the 
south want enough foreign labor to 
protect them from the necessity of 
growing nothing but cotton. The aver- 
age negro farm hand, at a premium 
as he is, cannot be taught to culti- 
vate other crops than cotton to his 
employer's profit. He will practice 
only Slip-Snod, lick-and-promise cul- 
tivation, developing no capacity for 
intensive, diversified cultivation. He 
understands only the shallow plowing 
of the unspeakable mule.

Events that happen in our own time 
need the perspective of years before 
their historical worth can be ap- 
praised and apppreciated.

The commission 
sent by the recent Boer convention 
at Pretoria to view the grassy uplands 
between Mounts Kilimanjaro and Meru 
has returned and formally reported 
them admirably adapted to cattle 
grazing and agriculture. The new 
country, which is practically terra in- 
cognito to white eyes, contains be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 square miles, 
or from 32,000,000 to 38,000,000 acres. 
rhis will givethe herdkeeping burgh- 
ers with their patriarchal habits 
plenty of room and solitude, and it 
is understood that Emperor William, 
of Germany, whose famous telegram to 
Paul Kruger indicated that he took a 
lively imterest in these admirable 
Dutch folk is making special effort 
to encourage the exodus. Already 
hundreds of Boer families Lave emi- 
grated to the United States, Mexico, 
South America and other parts of the 
world. 

No doubt the decimated and impov- 
erished Boers would be happier where 
they can lead their old life out of 
sight of the hated British gold hunt- 
er and Tommy Atkins, too, but they 
will not be happy long in German 
Africa if the new land they move upon 
hides in its arid breast the gold and 
diamonds that proved the curse of 
their old home and brought to pass 
the destruction of the Transvaal re- 
public. The Germans are quite so 
lustful of gold and diamonds as the 
British, and once Jet them find them 
and there will be an end of the Boer 
dream of peace, 

The departure of the Boers from the 
Transvaal and Orange River colonies 
will leave the new governmental own- 
ers free to work out their plans un- 
hampered by a disloyal and unassimi- 
lative element of population, and Eng- 
land will be able to reimburse her- 
self many times over for the treasure 
spent in conquering the Boer patriots 
in arms. England has her booty in the 
shape of the rich mines of the Rand, 
and she will work every vein to ex- 
haustion.

Hilliard street, where the property was 
located, and where Rivers lives, and 
made the levy there, and not at John- 
son’s house on Highland avenue. 
| _The money turned over to me by Mr. 
| Johnson was paid in settlement of the 
‘claim, according to my understanding, 
and not as any collateral. I paid out 
| the money to the parties that had the 
fi. fa. issued as soon as [I got back to 
their office, as it is our custom. 

I did not state to Mr. Johnson that he 
must give a cash bond. I told him that 
he could give bond or pay the claim, 
and he said he would pay the claim be- 
fore he would allow me to carry the 
furniture away, and he paid it. I did 
not understand it to be collateral. The 
only point that they try to make is 
that it was a collateral and that I 
should have held the money. until 
further notice. They do not pretend to 
claim that I misappropriated the money 
in any manner, except that ft is no 
crime to turn money over to the party 
that such money belongs to, just as soon 
as possible. 

As to who owned the property, I can- 
not say; it was pointed out to me by the 
man who took the mortgage, as the 
property that was described in the 
mortgage. 

I acted tn good fafth fn the transac- 
tion that ha caused al) this confusion, 
and I believe that all honest, straight- 
forward people are with me.

was pending before congress, demanded 
6f our senators and representatives in 
congress that they should vote for its 
passage in order to remedy certain evils 
then claimed to exist. 

At that time Atlanta was recognized by 
the railroads as a competitive point, be- 
cause of the railroads centering here. 
She enjoyed rates lower than interior 
points not enjoying such railroad compe- 
tition. The interstate commerce act was 
passed, containing the famous long and 
short haul clause, which prohibited a 
railroag from giving a lower rate for a 
longer distance than for a shorter dis- 
tance included in the longer, except where 
circumstances and conditlons were dis- 
similar. 

Atlanta believed that her railroad com- 
petition created such dissingilar condi- 
tion, and as soon as the commission was 
organized presented her claim for lower 
rates than points not so favored. The 
commission met in Atlanta, and after 
hearing from the chamber of commerce 
and others, ruled that Atlanta vars not 
entitled to any lower rates than any 
othes fnterfor point, and that her rail- 
road competition was not a circumstance 
BY condition entitling her to such rates, 

Fortunately for Atlanta the rallroads, 
in a case made against them, combatted 
this view of the commission and the 
United States supreme court held that 
the commission was wrong; but so far as 
the commission was concerned it exer- 
cised its powers against our interests, 
and, had its ruling stood, Atlanta would 
have had no superiority of location over 
the smallest interior village of the land.

The legitimate influences which the 

powerful east and west trunk lines can 
exercise on such a body as against our 
part of the country will be great. 
Our railroads now make certain rates 
designed to aid southern manufacturers 
as against outside competition. It will 
be easy for a central body, clothed with 
power, to hold these rates discriminatory 
and illegal, and change them to the ad- 
vantage of the outside manufacturers. 

The subject is a large one, and the 
above is only a part of what can be sald 
on this line. 

If this power ts once vested in a fed- 
eral commission it can never be recalled; 
but the course of past events shows it 
will grow, and grow, unt!l it encroaches 
upon the powers now reserved to our 
local courts and commissions. 

We of the south have never benefited 
by the concentration of like powers into 
the federal government. The tariff, for 
instance, is shaped to aid and build up 
these other sections, without materially 
aiding the south, upon whom its burdens 
largely rest. 

The railroads in the south are vitally 
interested in building up the country, 
opening our ports, and incresing our vyol- 
ume of business. If they commit wrongs, 
public apinion can be 
brought to bear on them to cause cor- 
rection.

New York, February 4.—There has been 
an active and aggressive speculation in 
atocks this week, resulting in record 
prices for a number of securities and 
high prices on this movement for more. 
Heavy profit taking and large sales for 
the short account have interrupted the 
tise at times and induced some consid- 
erable reactions. But buying has persist- 
ed at all jevels, and has been in sufficient 
volume to sweep prices back to a higher 
level again and to drive in the shorts 
to assist the recovery on the demand to 
ecver. Stocks of a very high investment 
grade have been a feature in the price 
movement, coupled with those of a lower 
grade, with speculative possibilities in the 
way of increased dividend distribution or 
absorption for er by greater systems, 
whfle a reacthon of the standard dividend 
payers has been comparatively station- 
ary under the influence of profit taking 
on previous large advances. The latter 
tendency was particularly clear in the 
western railroad stocks and the lea(ing 
industrials which the eastern trunk lines 
and coalers have led the van of the ad- 
vance. The refusal of the Northern Se- 
curities petition would have left the way 
open for an immediate distribution of 
the assets of the Northern Securities 
Company on account of its dissolution, 
and in the belie? of Wall street, would 
have been promptly followed by a new 
allotment of control and combination 
which would have led to a practical re- 
arrangement of the railroad map of the 
whole country. The granting of the peti- 
tion had the effect of tieing up the North- 
ern Securities indefinitely, for which rea- 
son the speculative realizing of the early 
part of the week. There was a monetary 
feeling of timidity over the enormous 
exports of gold to France by Thursday’s 
steamer. But the apparently exhaustible 
resources of the domestic money market 
deprived this factor of effect. The heavy 
shrinkage in value of cotton exports and 
the nominal value of wheat exports makes 
a large reduction in the supply of ex- 
changes, compared wit last year, but 
the balahce in favor of merchandise ex- 
port values is still large. The heavy re- 
mittances to foreign money markets are 
regarded, therefore, as in the nature of 
loans due te Paris needs in conrfection 
with the Mexican loan here and to the 
redemption of large amounts of Ameri- 
can railroad notes held abroad. The 
New York money market continues to be 
so largely supplied as to occasion diffi- 
culty in ending sere for the bank- 
ing reserves. rge offerings at the stock 
exchange keep the call loan rate down to 
the limit of profitable employment, and 
gerve as an effective stimulant to the 
buying of securities. Many of these 
effect a rate of return sufficient to make 
the holding of theitfi with borrowed money 
profitable. The absorption for invest- 
ment also is the result of the advantage 
offered in interest and dividend returns 
on securities over the yield on loans in 
the money market. The outbreak of a 
violent freight war over export grain 
traffic between the gulf and the Atlantic 
port lines was practically ignored. Active 
discussion and agitation of the proposal 
for federal control of freight rates was 
continued, but the subject seemed to have 
lost its effect on the speculative temper. 
Confidence in the general soundness of 
businss and industria} conditions and the 
ample money resources available seemed 
to countervall other trades. 

Ronds were absorbed on a large scale. 
and new issues seemed to find a ready 
acceptance. 

United States bonds were all unchanged 
on call for the week.

Fannie Burton Smith 
Discusses Home Economics 


HE announcement made in these 
columns last Sunday that Mrs. 
Burton-Smith would deliver 


@ series of lectures on the sub- 
ject of her favorite study, “Home Eco- 
nomics,” has been a source of general 
interest, and her initial lectures here are 
being anticipated by the many appre- 
cilative of her rare qualities as a 
speaker, and her capability to discuss 
her chosen theme. 

Seen in her living room, busy jn plan- 
ning her lectures, one at once recog- 
nizes in Mrs. Burton-Smith that force 
and striking individuality for which her 
father, General Gordon, was famous, and 
qualities rare in the woman essentially 
feminine. 

“Will your work in ‘Home Economics’ 
take you away from Atlanta very mucn 
of your time?’’ she was asked. 

“No,” was the positive reply. “My 
first and main interest in life fs, of 
course, my own home. Tt wouldn't be 
very logical, would it, to leave a hus- 
band and two children and a house to 
take care of themselves in onder [t9 
teach home economics? I shall only re- 
spond to calls for my work when it 
does not interfere with the care of my 
family and the administration of my 
own household. My house isn’t big, you 
know, but my husband and children are, 
and growing bigger apery year! 
But, seriously, don’t you think work in 
home economics is a very appropriate 
incident to the profession of home- 
making? 

“How did I come to give this line of 
thought special] attention? Well, it was 
really the effort to make my own little 
corner of the world a better place, from 
the social, the economic and the artistic 
standpoint that led me into such earnest 
study of this subject; and I found it 
so fascinating and so far-reaching, that 
I couldn’t let it go. Then I was asked 
again and again to put the result of 
my studies into shape for use in class 
work—and so came about the lectures. 
Of course a short course of lectures on 
so immense a subject can only be sug- 
gestive. My highest hope is to present a 
few principles of art and science, and a 
few methods of household administra- 
tion that may be applied at once in our 
homes. They may serve to bridge over 
the time between now and that happy 
day wher parents -will demand that a 
study of the ‘science of efficient Uving 
be included in the curiculum of our 
schools and colleges.” 

‘“Isn’t this study befng offered in unil- 
versities and women’s colleges in the 
east now?” was asked. 

“Yes, and in the west, even more, The 
universities of Chicago, Illinois and Wis- 
consin and a number of colleges for 
women offer it as a separate department 
of university and college: work, and there 
are different phases of it given in the 
high schoo] courses in many places for 
educators are really coming to believe 
that to know how to live intelligently is 
one of the ends of education.” 

"Tt must have taken a great deal of 
your time to systematize this Yecture 
as. you have, and to master the princl- 
ples of home economics as you have 
done,’’ was here observed. 

‘The whole study of home economics 
is so charming, indeed alluring, that 
every moment I have given to it has 
heen a pleasure! I have had such de- 
Hightful hours with Puskin and Willlam 
Morris, reading again what they tell 
of beauty’s subtle way.s in the art of 
the house—domestic architecture, decor- 
ation, furnishing. I can even enthuse 
over sanitation and the chemistry of 
foods and cookery, for I see how a 
knowledge of them makes for sound 
houses and healty bodies. ae think 
of the delight of finding that the‘truths 
of so rich a science of ome have 
dally application in the home!” 

When asked if she belleved the home 
economics exhibit at the St. Louis fair 
had as yet proven the far-reaching In- 
fluence it should be, Mrs.. Burton-Smith 
was enthusiastic in her reply. 

“No exhibit at the fair was of more 
general interest to educators, and think- 
ing people,’ she said. 

“T wish you would tell your readers 
what the leaders of home economics 
thought in this country have determined

Seven Impeachment Trials in History of Federal Government--Only Two ot the Defendants Were Acquitted 
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INCE the organization of the United | 
S States of America the senate has | 
been called upon only eight times to | 
sit as a court of justice for the tria] of | 
Impeachment cases. The first case to be. 
brought before it was that of William 
Kiount, a senator from Tennessee. The

According to. the report of the reform- 
atory work presented herewith by Rev. 
Crawford Jackson for the information of 
The Constitution readers the work is re- 
ceiving the most gratifying encourage- 
ment from all sections of the state. Mr, 
Jackson's report*is as follows: 

“Mr. Editor: As there ate so many, 
both in Atlanta and elsewhere, who are 
interested in our reformatory work for 
juvenile delinquents, it occurs to me that 
it will be wise to make a report of what 
has been done, what we are_doing and 
what we are planning to do. 

“Having been called on for a report 
of the Atlanta juvenile court for the 
past year, we ‘phoned Chief of Police J. 
Ww. | for the facts. He and. Probation 


Officer Gloer not only furnished the 
statistics, but invited us down to the 
new juvenile detention ward. We went 
down and these gentlemen kindly took us 
through the several apgertments. There 
is a conveniently arranged and inclosed 
corridor leading from the court room 
back to the juvenile detention ward, 
which place is some thirty or forty yards 
from the cells tor the adult criminals, 
|and in a separate building. | 

‘The very few white girls are in charge 
of the police matron, and .the first room 
which one observes on entering the new 
ward is a well arrang room for col- 
ored gtris, at.a suitable distance from 
the boys’ apartments. The white and col- 


ored boys are, of course, kept separate.

Coming State Reformatory. 


“As many people know, a bill has been 


|drawn by Mr. Tom Felder, of Bibb, look- 
ing to the establishment of a state e- 


formatory. We expect this Sf, with 
some modifications, to betome a law be- 
fore the next legislature adjourns. 

“To aid to this end it is proposed not 
to wait till the next legislature meets 
when all the necessary steps will be 
taken, but we have started already. Mass 
meetings and services have recently been 
held at different points in the state and 
about fifteen or more rebre sentatives. {n- 
deed all seen, have committed themselves 
to the general proposition for a state re- 
formatory. Others will do likewise when 
they understand what we want and when 
the people get behind the movement. 

Twenty years ago Major J.C. ¢. Black. 
while in the legislature, offered a bill 
for a state reformatory, but falled be. 
cause the people were not convicted 
and sympathetic. 

Our excellent W. J. Northen, while tn 
the governor's chair ten years ago, ca)l- 
ed strongly and pleadingly for a state 
reformatory, but failed for the 
reaon. Our present‘ governor not only 
presided at one of our mass meet- 
ings, but ably recommended the measure 
to the last legislature: so did the state 
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prison c@mmission. Every step taken, 
however, for a score of years back has 
| been a step forward. 

| “T have gone in person to about thirty 
|towns in Georgia, and everywhere the 
} subject was presented the people havs 
, cordially fallen into line, and the repre- 
| sentatives have expressed themselves 
| favorably. 

| “Besides, at all these mass meetings a

Advantages Over ‘Pennsylvania. 

Men who tvave passed the meridian of 
life recollect when Alabama Was a 
stranger to manufacturing and it will be 
dificult for them to realize that the 
manufacture of iron and steel is the most 
important industry in the state, employ- 
ing more than 13 per cent of the wage 
earners and turnimg out $17,000,000 of 
finished products and raw material. With 
the exception of a sma district in 
Switzerland that really does not figure 
in the world’s market, iron and steel can 
be manufactured cheaper in Alabama 
than anywhere else in the world. This 
is because in the mountains of Alabama 
are found close together iron ore, coal 
and limestone to heat and fiux it. The. 
iron ore is what is called above day- 
light, that is, it is in the mowntain side 
above the leve} of the ground, and it 
can be mined, loaded on cars and sent 
down to the durnaces by the law of 
gravity. In the most favorable districts 
of Pennsylvania shafts must be sunk 
to @ great depth and the ore brought 
to the surface at a great expense for 
motive power. Besides this, the coal 
and Hmestone are separated by long dis- 
tances, and must be brought together. 
Pennsylvania mixes Lake Superior ore 
with her native product and this is very 
expensive~for the reason that for one- 
half of tae year the source of supply 
is inaccessible, owing to the frozen con- 
dition of the lakes.
